February  10,  1991,  Rantoul,  Illinois 


The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  President  Erlenbom  at  1:00  P.M. 

The  following  board  members  were  present:

Minutes  from  the  Champaign-Urbana  meeting  were  read  by  the  secretary. 
Motion  to  accept  as  read  was  made  by  Jimmy  Kaczor,  seconded  by  Joe 
Wagoner,  motion  carried. 

The  Treasurer’s  Report  was  circulated  to  all  members  present  by  Mark 
Wieclaw,  along  with  the  breakdown  of  the  1990  ILNA  show  statement. 
Motion  to  accept  was  made  by  Erthel  Rose,  seconded  by  Jimmy  Kaczor, 
motion  carried. 

OLD  BUSINESS 

Jim  Erlenbom  informed  the  Board  of  the  developments  concerning  the  1991 
Illinois  Numismatic  Association’s  annual  convention.  Erlenbom  stated 
that  in  a conversation  with  Joe  DeModica  that  he  was  informed  that  all 
events  concerning  the  show  were  in  line  with  expectations.  The  show  is  to 
be  held  in  Peoria  on  September  5,  6,  7,  and  8th  at  the  Continental  Regency 
Hotel. 

Mark  Wieclaw  discussed  various  aspects  of  the  ILNA’s  participation  in  the 
1991  ANA  Convention.  Mark  stated  that  he  had  checked  into  the  cost  of 
sponsoring  the  Hospitality  Room  at  the  convention,  and  that  the  cost  would 
be  $500  per  day.  Mark  suggested  that  perhaps  the  ELNA  coxild  co-sponsor 
the  room  for  one  day,  providing  that  another  sponsor  could  be  found  in 
order  to  reduce  costs.  Mark  also  suggested  that  we  provide  exhibits  in  the 
Hospitality  Room,  a different  exhibit  for  each  day,  which  pertained  to  the 
numismatic  theme  for  that  particular  day.  Mark  also  discussed  having 
numismatic  trivia,  collector  meetings,  and  prizes  as  well.  He  stated  that 
various  items  for  ILNA  promotion  could  be  purchased  from  C.  F.  Wolf. 

The  total  cost  for  the  Group  Liability  coverage  for  ILNA  members  was  at 
$260  per  annum. 

NEW  BUSINESS 

Jim  Erlenbom  distributed  a copy  of  a letter  that  he  had  drafted  and  sent  to 
President  Bush.  The  letter  stated  that  the  Association  was  in  support  of  the 
President’s  decision  to  act  as  he  did  in  regard  to  the  conflict  in  the  Persian 
Gulf. 
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It  was  noted  that  the  1990  ILNA  show  in  Rosemont  had  an  article  printed  in 
Coin  World  in  regard  to  the  show’s  performance.  The  review  appeared 
imder  the  “Traveling  Numismatist”  section  of  Coin  World.  It  was  noted 
that  the  show  was  foimd  to  be  of  a consistent  “4-star”  quality,  and  in  the 
author’s  opinion,  it  was  highly  successful  in  all  aspects. 

Jim  Erlenbom  asked  for  the  Board  to  consider  the  application  of  Paul 
Spiegel  concerning  his  interest  in  becoming  an  ILNA  Life  Member. 
Erlenbom  state  that  Mr.  Spiegel  was  active  as  a Life  Member  in  several 
other  numismatic  organizations,  and  that  he  could  be  a strong  asset  to  the 
ILNA.  Motion  to  accept  Mr.  Spiegel’s  application  was  made  by  Jim  Weber, 
seconded  by  Kermit  Wasmer,  motion  carried. 

Paul  McNabb  discussed  the  requirements  and  procedures  for  an  individual 
to  become  involved  as  a Coin  Merit  Badge  Coimselor  for  the  Boy  Scouts.  He 
stated  that  he  had  been  involved  in  this  type  of  program  and  that  he  felt  that 
it  would  help  to  get  young  adults  back  into  the  hobby.  The  program  centers 
around  teaching  proper  grading,  types  of  collections  to  start  on,  and 
discussion  of  various  aspects  of  the  hobby.  He  also  distributed  rough  copies 
of  the  new  Digest  format  to  all  members  present.  He  said  that  we  should  be 
able  to  print  and  distribute  the  300  copies  needed  for  the  cost  of  $100  or  less 
for  the  printing  and  typesetting,  which  would  reflect  a significant  decrease 
in  cost. 

The  organization  of  committees  for  the  upcoming  convention  were 
discussed  (i.e.,  dates,  times,  and  meeting  rooms/numismatic  theater). 

The  summer  ILNA  meeting  was  tentatively  set  for  June  23rd,  and  is  to  be 
held  in  Peru,  Illinois. 

Motion  to  adjourn  was  made  by  Erthel  Rose,  seconded  by  Joe  Wagoner, 
motion  carried.  Meeting  was  adjourned  at  2:22  P.M. 

ILNA  Board  Meeting  Minutes 

June  30,  1991,  Peru,  Illinois 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  President  Erlenbom  at  1:30  P.M.

The  secretary’s  report  was  read  to  all  present.  Motion  to  accept  as  read  was 
made  by  Erlenbom,  accepted  by  Wieclaw,  seconded  by  Kaczor,  motion 
carried. 
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The  Treasurer’s  report  was  distributed  to  all  present.  Motion  to  accept  as 
read  was  made  by  Erlenbom,  Weber  accepted,  Rose  seconded,  motion 
carried. 

OLD  BUSINESS 

The  contract  with  the  Continental  Regency  Hotel  in  Peoria  was  briefly 
explained  to  all  present  by  Erlenbom.  Following  his  S3mopsis,  the  contract 
was  passed  on  to  all  present  for  their  viewing.  The  contract  specified  the 
rooms  available  would  be  at  a cost  of  $50  per  night,  the  dealer  set-up  would 
be  held  on  Thursday,  September  5th,  that  the  show  and  meetings  would  be 
conducted  on  Friday  and  Saturday,  September  6th  and  7th,  and  that  Simday 
would  be  used  primarily  for  the  show  finalities.  Specific  times  that 
meetings  and/or  presentations  would  be  held  were  on  hold  due  to  lack  of 
details  being  available. 

It  was  noted  that  the  position  of  ILNA  Secretary  would  be  open  at  the  close 
of  the  1991  Convention. 

The  letter  written  to  President  Bush  in  support  of  his  actions  concerning 
the  deployment  of  troops  and  eventual  war  in  the  Persian  Gulf  received  a 
very  positive  response  from  the  White  House.  The  letter  was  drafted  by 
Erlenbom  and  sent  to  President  Bush  on  behalf  of  the  members  and 
governing  body  of  the  ILNA. 

Motion  was  made  by  Erlenbom  to  increase  the  salaries  of  the  treasurer, 
secretary,  and  digest  editor.  He  also  made  a motion  to  accept  an  annual 
salary  for  the  President  and  Vice  President  to  cover  costs  of  conducting 
ILNA  Business.  He  stated  the  incentive  for  salary  increases  would  help 
ensure  the  retention  of  said  personnel.  After  much  discussion  on  the  floor, 
motion  was  accepted  by  Weber,  seconded  by  Wieclaw,  motion  carried.  The 
increase  is  to  be  effective  as  of  the  end  of  this  fiscal  year. 

Wieclaw  presented  copies  of  the  “Travelling  Numismatist”  from  the  Jime 
12th  edition  of  Coin  World  magazine.  The  article  stated  that  the  ILNA 
Convention  of  1990  was  considered  number  one  by  the  author  concerning 
the  convention’s  vastly  diversified  availability  of  numismatic  items.  The 
article  stated  that  the  show  had  something  for  everyone  who  is  into 
numismatics.  The  author  continued  with  several  other  positive  responses 
in  regard  to  the  ILNA.  The  board  was  extremely  pleased  as  to  the  amotmt 
of  positive  responses  that  they  had  received  from  various  numismatic 
publications  in  regard  to  their  1990  Convention. 

Chairmen  for  the  various  aspects  of  the  1991  ILNA  Convention  were 
discussed.  Mark  Wieclaw  was  elected  to  be  the  overall  Convention 
Chairman  as  well  as  being  the  Chairman  of  the  speakers  that  the  ILNA 
would  have  at  the  1991  Convention.  Joe  Wagoner  and  Jimmy  Kaczor 
volunteered  to  serve  as  the  Hospitality  Chairmen.  Jim  Erlenbom 
volunteered  to  serve  as  the  Exhibit  Chairman.  It  was  decided  that  the 
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Registration  Table  at  the  convention  would  be  manned  by  various  ILNA 
personnel.  Kermit  Wasmer  was  also  elected  to  serve  as  the  Banquet 
Chairman. 

Many  of  the  specific  concerning  the  1991  ILNA  Convention  were  put  on  hold 
imtil  further  information  could  be  received  from  the  Convention  Chairman. 

NEW  BUSINESS 

The  board  was  introduced  to  Sonny  Henry,  a local  and  well  established  coin 
auctioneer.  Henry  distributed  a resume  to  all  the  members  present  and 
talked  on  his  philosophy  towards  numismatics.  The  board  has  considered 
having  Henry  conduct  a coin  auction  to  nm  in  conjxmction  with  its  1991 
Convention.  The  board  stated  that  the  auction  could  stimulate  both  the 
ILNA  and  auction  members  positively.  The  board  felt  that  the  regular 
membership  might  be  increased  due  to  the  fact  that  Henry  has  a regular 
following  which  may  be  interested  in  joining  the  ILNA.  Henry  had  been 
active  in  the  coin  auction  business  for  the  last  six  years  and  conducts  most 
of  his  auctions  in  the  LaSalle/Peru  area.  The  inclusion  of  an  auction  at  the 
show  might  also  prove  beneficial  for  the  bourse  dealers  as  well,  due  to  the 
people  that  the  auction  would  draw.  Henry  was  also  considered  for 
acceptance  onto  the  ILNA  board.  Details  concerning  the  time  frame  and 
other  specifics  were  put  on  hold  pending  details  from  the  bourse  chairman. 

Motion  to  adjourn  was  made  by  Erlenbom,  accepted  by  Weber,  seconded  by 
all  present.  Meeting  adjourned  at  4:40  P.M.

Judges’  Rating  Sheet  for  Exhibits 

Information  (A  possible  35  points) 

TITLE  Score  out  of  5 

The  title  should  be  prominent  enough  to  be  seen  immediately.  There  should  be  a general 
statement  about  what  the  exhibitor  is  trying  to  show. 

BASIC  NUMISMATIC  INFORMATION  Score  out  of  15 

Material  should  be  described  clearly  and  concisely.  Adequate  detail  should  be  given  to 
give  a numismatist  a full  understanding  and  appreciation  of  the  objects  displayed. 

SPECIAL  INFORMATION  Score  out  of  15 

The  technical  numismatic  information  should  be  balanced  by  interesting  geographical, 
historical,  and  artistic  information  to  appeal  to  a non-numismatist. 

Presentation  (A  possible  30  points) 

CREATIVITY  AND  ORIGINALITY  Score  out  of  10 

The  exhibit  should  be  fresh  and  unusual,  with  a distinct  theme.  This  is  a matter  of  the 
judge’s  opinion. 

ATTRACTIVENESS  Score  out  of  10 

The  exhibit  should  be  neat  and  pleasing  to  the  eye,  with  color  used  effectively  and  without 
distracting  gimmicks  to  detract  from  the  material. 

BALANCE  Score  out  of  10 

Numismatic  material,  information,  and  decorations  should  be  related  to  each  other  and 
arranged  to  give  an  overall  pleasing  effect. 

Technical  Details  (A  possible  35  points) 

COMPLETENESS  Score  out  of  15 

Considering  availability  of  material  and  space  limitations,  the  exhibit  should  contain  all 
the  material  implied  by  the  exhibit  title  or  the  exhibit’s  general  introduction. 

CONDITION  Score  out  of  10 

The  material  exhibited  should  be  the  best  that  is  reasonably  available  to  the  exhibitor.  The 
judges  should  consider  any  statement  in  the  exhibit  regarding  this. 

RARITY  Score  out  of  10 

Rarity  is  judged  by  the  number  of  like  pieces  believed  to  exist,  not  by  the  value  of  individual 
pieces.
